The standing 
oommittee meet* osouljy onco a month. 
f it* menrtors fail to agree concerning 
any matter in dispute, a referee ia culled, 
whoso decision is final. Before he make* 
t, however, he mnst summon witueraea 
loui tho works where tho dispute U on 
aud examine them. 


In US years this board of arbitration 


and conciliation has readjusted wages

bey were washed by eightor ten men 
with blacking brushes—forever in- 
nocent of blacking, let us hope—anil 
hence transferred to waiting bar- 
rows, in which they were wheeled to 
ows of hogsheads at tho back part 
if the wharf aud packed away with 
ayers of salt. At another part of 
each, dock were long rows of drying 
rames, where fish that had been im- 
jerfectly cured wills on the voyage 
night be spread and exposed to air 
and sun. When one takes into ac- 
count tho miles of these fishing docks 
and the thousands of pounds of cod 
;hat are packed at each every day, 
te wonders how the finny inhabit- 
ants of the deep can hold out against 
such wholesale depletion. Teb the 
'catch" was never larger than it has 
>een this year, nnd the old fishe-- 
men say that there seems to be no 
sign of the beds giving out. 


A quaint city, yet a practical and

Not Wlmt They Seamed. 


A surprising discovery was made 


by Food Inspector jUi'Uor not long 
ago. An honest Scovill avenue grocer 
had beeomo suspicious of prepara- 
tions which bad been sold to him as 
being raspberry nollyaud honey, and 
be took samples o£ them to tho in- 
spector. Tho jelJy wati made from 
corn stai'ch and was colored with 
cochineal and flavored with raspbuj.Ty 
extract. Tiieallegod liorieywas mude 
from glucose simp flavored with ox- 
alic acid. No flavor is necessary in 
tho production of liouey. It is only 
required that the glucose and oxalic 
acid bo mixed in the right proportion 
and in a few weeks tbe i suit is 
honey, at least so far as tasto anil ap- 
pearance go. The stuff had been 
sold to the grocer us strained honey. 
—Cleveland Leader. 


MilkimFootl. 


Dr. Bond, in the "Journal of the 


British Fan n ers1 Association," strong- 
ly advocates tho increased use of 
milk and its products as food. He 
says that it is possible for a man of 
average weight to keep himself in 
good condition by the daily consump-
